And if you hope to ooaplote all the work in a 
year I am inclined to believe that you do not want a lot. 


Tiw suggestion had to do with Hoover in New ^eal days. I believe I suggested 
you night want to be in touch with M i ke Fooaer, a criminalist, re personnel matters. 
But I do not recall if I mentioned lioover's writings for the press of the extreme 
right. He was writing for and speaking to them much in those days. I think it is 
possible that among the records I have already given to Vlsconsion there nay be 
some samples of t’ia. 


The Jim Bishop records present no problem, end in the King case there is an 
excellent illustration of another aspect of tho aamo thing, feeding stuff to a 
sycophantic wxiter for the Washington Star for a headers Dogest article. Ho is 
Jeremiah O'Leary. The beat illustration I can think of of Hoove* always being 
correct no matter how incorrect involves something I said, but there are others. 
(You know about Sullivan and things like that) But there are othere and I an 
wondering how ouch you want or can uso. Ond that I think is excellent wi ll 
involve a little copying, but his flunkeys virtually rewrote parts of his 
Warren Commission testimony and told Mm that the coirt reporter, obviously, was 
wrong. I could select a few pages or I can copy tho entire thing, which may be 
as ouch as 50 pages. 


I have a separate file aoout two inches thick that I titled "Hoover's Notes." 
That ia the way it oegan, with King assassination records, uand it then was of his 
annotations only. Sinoe then I. added a few tilings tliat you have, a couple of items

One of die first of these that I sow is an FBI recommendation that it say nothing 
at all about the assassination, which he noted is exactly his view. Only they were 
then leaking their head;, off and even leaked the report LBJ had directed the FBI to 
prepare. I’d have to anmtato things like that if you want them. And I don't know if 
he was that devious, although I do believe ho and the rest mader self-ee rving records, 
cr if the othere really kept Mu In the dark In Ms later years. So, I don't know 
if you want all of those two inches ur if you'd like mo to m-Jce a selection. 


I don’t know what you’ve requested but I do hope it includes copies of Ms 
writings, s poaches and nemos. I’m inclined to believe they will be filed, among 
other places, as 94a. These appear to be the Nichols and DeLoach files, called 
"research matters,"
